“ Put it this way then: A situa­ 
tionist is prepared in any con­ 
crete case to suspend, ignore or 
violate any principle if by doing 
so he can effect more good than 
by following it. 
“ What is good? Good is first 
and foremost the good of people. 
Christians call it love, meaning 
neighbor-concern—to seek the 
well-being of people. 
“ The good is what works. 
Apart 
from 
the 
helping 
or 
hurting of people, ethical judg­ 
ments or evaluations are mean­ 
ingless.” 
Situation ethics has been criti­ 
cized, 
especially 
by 
Roman 
Catholics, who uphold certain 
absolute moral laws. An Ameri­ 
can Jesuit, the Rev. Robert 
Gleason, said: “ It is not in 
Christian tradition to present 
love as the exclusive motive for 
moral action.” 
Fletcher 
added: 
“ Situation 
ethics is criticized for saying 
everything is relative. 
“ But we say, ‘Look boys, this 
is the 20th century. The scientif­ 
ically sophisticated world view 
is relativistic. You are going to 
be left out in the cold if you 
think the moral sciences are 
somehow an exception to this 
rule and this influence’.” 
Fletcher, in turn, criticizes 
persons 
he 
calls 
legalists— 
“ people who like to wallow or 
cower in the security of the 
law.” 
“ They want to maintain abso­ 
lutes of good and evil, but they 
are not going to get away with 
it,” he said. “ Goodness is what 
happens to a human act, it is 
not in the act itself.”

Rev. Baker emphasized that 
the paper has been rewritten 
several times and has been 
checked by church theologians 
and laymen as well, including 
Henry Luce just prior to his 
death in February.

“ We can say that the recogni­ 
tion of the People's Republic of 
China by the United States is 
desirable and eventual seating 
of the PRC in the United Na­ 
tions is a necessity. 
“ Our Confession of Faith (ex­ 


pected to be approved before the 
presentation of this paper) calls 
us to ‘fresh and responsible rela­ 
tions across every line of con­ 
flict.

WASHINGTON, l).C. — In some 
resp ects. Senator Tom Ku chel is p olit­ 
ically a v ictim of his own idealistic 
and conscientiou s natu re. 
He is totally dedicated to the task 
of serv ing the p eop le of California 
la nd the rest of America) in the U.S. 
Sena te. 
Like a great comp etitiv e athlete, he 
g iv es his best on ev ery effort, shu tting 
ou t ev ery thing that wou ld detract. 
This v ery dedication to his work in 
Washington has. so to sp eak, p rodu ced 
a crack in his p olitical armor. 
You might say he has neglected his 
p olitical fence-mending, ignoring it 
becau se it wou ld take him lrom his 
main job of giv ing his fu ll time and 
energy to the mu ltitu de of p roblems 
and issu es which face ou r nation in the 
cap itol. 
You can hear it said that “he is in 
p olitical trou ble back home." which is 
to say some p olitical bigwigs, who feel 
they hav e been ignored by Senator 
Ku chel somewhere along the line, 
are less than comp letely enthu siastic 
abou t working energetically for his 
re-election. 
To rep eat, in some resp ects Senator 
Ku chel is a p olitical v ictim of his own 
idealistic and conscientiou s natu re. 


DISTASTEFUL AS IT MAY be, 
Senator Ku chel mu st now temp orarily 
p u t aside his transcendent concerns 
for the p roblems before the Senate. 
He mu st begin to v isit California more 
otten. His v isits mu st be longer as 
well as more freq u ent. 
He mu st roll u p his sleev es and go 
to work in the p olitical v iney ard. 
Priv ately , he tells close friends that 
he knows all this. 
Then, almost p laintiv ely , he asks 
rhetorically , “Bu t how can 1 neglect 
all the really imp ortant things which 
need doing right heie in the Senate”" 


REMEMBER THAT FABLED can­ 
didate who “wou ld rather be right 
than p resident"? 
Listening to Senator Ku chel ex p ress 
some of his most p ersonal thou ghts, 
y ou come awav with the imp ression 
that he well might p refer p olitical 
defeat to any feeling that he had neg­ 
lected his du ty in Washington. 
He wou ld do well to u nderstand that 
sp ending some considerable time in 
California, starting right now, cou ld do 
mu ch more than v astly imp rov e his 
chances for re-election: it cou ld in­ 


crea se his ca pa city to serv e the peo ple 
he represents. 
Vo r abou t 15 y ears, he has dev oted 
his energies almost ex clu siv ely to his 
work in Washington. 
California and its p eop le hav e 
changed. Situ ations, needs and v iew­ 
p oints hav e changed. 
Tom Ku chel cou ld better serv e u s 
in another six -y ear term in the U.S. 
Senate it he sp ent the nex t 12 months 
“p oliticking" among u s — that is, 
v isiting the staie at ev ery op p ortu nity 
and meeting with as many grou p s and 
indiv idu als as p ossible. 


LET IT BE RECALLED that when 
Hu bert Scu dder first went to Wash­ 
ington as First District Rep resentativ e 
in Congress, he was firm in the con­ 
v iction that a two-y ear term for Con­ 
gressmen was too short. It req u ired 
too mu ch p olitical effort and left too 
little time for rep resenting fu lly the 
interests of constitu ents. 
Many

later. 
Congressman 
Scu dder relu ctantly changed his mind. 
He came arou nd to the v iew that two- 
y ear term for Congressmen req u ired 
that they make freq u ent v isits “home 
and keep in close tou ch with constitu ­ 
ents. This, Scu dder observ ed, kep t the 
Hou se of Rep resentativ es more imme­ 
diately resp onsiv e to the p u blic will. 
The fou nding fathers set the term 
of office for Senators at six y ears so 
as to make them less likely to be 
“stamp eded" into u nwise action. Bu t 
ev ery six y ears a Senator needs to 
bring himself u p to date with his p ei- 
sonal, first-hand contacts in the State 
whose peo ple he rep resents. 
In any ev ent, it is to be hop ed

WASHINGTON — The critics 
of war in Vietnam took after 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland 
for criticizing the critics bu t 
they will hav e a hard time do­ 
ing the sam e thing to Henry 
Cabot Lodge who said the same 
thing as Westmoreland. 
In this memorable week the 
two top Americans closest to 
the 
war 
for 
y ears 
— 
Westmoreland, commander of 
the U.S. forces in Vietnam, and 
Lodge, 
retiring 
U. 
S. 
am­ 
bassador to Vietnam — su m­ 
med u p their thinking within a 
day of each otheer 
thu s this week the war was 
escalated on two fronts — for 
the United States intensified it 
by bombing the MIG bases in 
North Vieetnam and the argu ­ 
ment ov er the war got hotter 
and more cau stic. 


WESTMORELAND, the U.S. 
military boss in Vietnam since 
1964. this week in a New York 
sp eech went into detail to ju sti­ 
fy this cou ntry ’s p resence in 
the w ar and in doing so an­ 
swered many argu ments of 
the critics. 
In doing so he hit at them, 
say ing the critcicisms here at 
home giv es the Viet Cong and 
the North Vietnamese an im­ 
p ression of Americans disu nity 
and encou rages them to keep 
fighting. 
One senator and constant 
critic, George McGov ern, D- 
S.D., resented the general’s 
statem ent 
w h i c h , althou gh 
brief, was a stinging attack on 
the critics. He claimed West­ 
moreland 
had 
“ obv iou sly ” 
been p u t u p to say ing it by 
Pres’dent Johnson. 


BUT LODGE, first named 
am bassador to Vietnam in 1963 
by President John F. Kennedy , 
in a long interv iew with the 
New York Times also made a 
brief bu t p ointed criticism of 
the critics. 
“ I think.” he said, “ the big- 
thing ou tside Vietnam wou ld be 
if, in the United States, we 
were to giv e the ap p earance of 
u nity and if it were no longer 
p ossible for Hanoi to toss in 
some kind of bone and we all 


start snarling at each other 
ov er it. They hav e been v ery 
good at that, I think.’» 
Lodge's interv iew was cool, 
well thou ght-ou t. and realistic 
abou t the whole p ictu re 
in 
Vietnam. He doesn t think it is 
an easy road. 


McGOVERN, IN A Senate 
sp eech Tu esday , dismissed as 
a “ rationalization” the domino 
theory for this cou ntry ’s p art 
in the war, a theory enu nciat­ 
ed by President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower in 195 4 and follow­ 
ed ev er since by Johnson and 
Kennedy . 
This was it: If the Com­ 
mu nists were allowed to crab 
off 
Vietnam, 
the 
rest 
of 
Sou theast Asia wou ld fall like 
dominoes: 
Bu rma, Thailand, 
Indonesia, 
Form osa, 
t h e 
P h i l i p p i n e s , 
and ev en 
Au stralia. 
Bu t Lodge who gav e his in­ 
terv iew before McGov ern talk­ 
ed, 
su p p orted 
the 
domino 
theory 
after 
fou r y ears 
of 
watching the Commu nist effort 
to take ov er Sou th Vietnam. 
He said “ the well-adv ertised 
domino theory ap p lies here.“ 


B OT H McGOVERN A ND 
Sen. J. W. Fu lbright, D-Ark., 
who has p robably been more 
critical 
than 
any one, 
hav e 
called 
the 
attem p t 
by 
the 
North Vietnamese Commu nists 
to take ov er Sou th Vietnam a 
civ il w ar and said the United 
States bu tted into it. 
McGov ern said there was 
“no 
American 
interest, 
no 
issu es of p olitical freedom, no 
moral imp erativ e that called 
for 
sending 
troop s 
a nd 
bombers into Vietnam.” 
Lodge 
and 
Westmoreland 
both contradicted that v iew­ 
p oint. Both called the stru ggle 
between the two Vietnams the 
resu lt of aggression from the 
North. 
The Lodge interv iew and the 
Westmoreland

together, are a detailed ex ­ 
p lanation

TO BE EQUAL 
Racist Hate Groups 
Are Still With Us 


By WHITNEY M. YOUNG 


Some p eop le u se hate like 
p astim e of sowing hate and 
a car u ses gasoline, to keep 
going. Most of u s may harbor 
some p etty p reju dice abou t 
which we are ashamed and 
fight against, bu t there are 
some p eop le so twisted and 
warp ed that they cannot ex ist 
withou t being dominated by 
p assionate hatred toward m em­ 
bers of a minority grou p . 
Few know this better than 
do Negroes, who hav e been 
the p rim e targets for Ameri­ 
can racists for y ears. Bu t other 
grou p s also catch some of the 
p oison sp ewed ou t by the hate- 
mongers. Pu erto Ricans, Mex i- 
can-Americans, Indians, Jews, 
Catholics,—almost any grou p is 
p rone to feel the bark, and 
sometimes the bite, of the 
haters. 


AFTER THE HORRORS of 
Nazi p ersecu tions, which killed 
6 million p eop le in Eu rop e sim­ 
p ly becau se they were Jew s 
or had Jewish ancestors, it is 
p articu larly distu rbing to find 
that anti-Semitism still ex ists. 
In Ru ssia. Jews are not able 
to freely p ractice their religion 
or to continu e their langu age 
and cu ltu ral life and are su b­ 
ject to restrictions not p laced 
on other ethnic minorities. And 
there hav e been incidents in 
Argentina and other cou ntries 
in which ex trem ist elements 
are rep orted to hav e attacked 
Jewish citizens. 
Here in America, grou p s like 
the Ku Klu x Klan and the 
American Nazi Party bait Jews 
as well as Negroes, and some 
of the p eop le fam iliar from 
Fascist mov ements of the 1930's 
are crawling ou t of the wood­ 
work to continu e their fav orite

p itting grou p against grou p . 
And ev en p eop le who shou ld 
know better let their p reju ­ 
dices get the best of them. An 
ex amp le of this was the recent 
school board election in Way ne, 
N .J., in which two Jewish 
candidates were defeated after 
their religion was made 
a 
camp aign issu e. It is not su r­ 
p rising that this rev olting in­ 
cident took p lace in a town 
which has few Negro families 
and where minority grou p s are 
ex clu ded from the “ better” 
sections. 


NEGROES KNOW T H A T 
when someone adm its to hat­ 
ing 
Jews, 
or 
Catholics, 
or 
Sp anish sp eaking p eop le, he 
p robably has it in for Negroes 
too. And they know that while 
ex trem ist grou p s fan the flames 
of 
p reju dice, 
they 
su cceed 
only becau se some p eop le are 
so insecu re and fearfu l of their 
own statu s that they tu rn to 
racism . Becau se of their inti­ 
m ate knowledge of the effects 
of hate, Negroes aren't falling 
for the anti-Semitic line. 
There has been some discu s­ 
sion of this lately , bu t I know 
of no resp onsible Negro leader 
who has not forcibly sp oken 
ou t against hatred of other 
grou p s. When a Negro month­ 
ly magazine ran an anti-Semi­ 
tic article, two mem bers of its 
adv isory board—au i’nor Jam es 
Baldwin and actor-p lay wright 
Ossie Dav is—resigned and ex ­ 
p ressed their anger at the im­ 
m orality of anti-Semitism. 


A SOON TO BE p u blished 
Anti-Defamation Leagu e stu dy 
made by the Univ ersity of Cal­ 
ifornia p rov es that, if any thing, 
Negroes “ feel more friendly 
toward 
Jews 
than 
toward 
ether whites.” Asked 
abou t 
treatm ent by landlords, store­ 
keep ers. and emp loy ers, an 
ap p reciable nu mber of Negroes 
said that Jews were better 
than other whites, while most 
said there was no difference. 
Forty -fiv e p er cent believ ed 
Jews to be more in fav or of 
civ il rights than other whites, 
only 3 p er cent felt Jews are 
less in fav or. 
Many of the grou p s which 
p reach hate against Jews and 
Negroes as well as against 
other minorities hav e Ameri­ 
can 
or 
Christian 
in 
their 
names, bu t they are as u n- 
American and u n-Christian as 
it is p ossible to get.

Better Boatin 


For most Marin boatmen, the 
sport is a recreation to be pur­ 
sued either as competition or as 
relaxation. 
But for them to fully enjoy 
their fun, others must contribute 
hours of their own time to the 
cause of safe and skillful boat­ 
ing. 
In Marin, those who serve that 
worthwhile cause belong to one 
or more of three organizations: 


THE MARIN Chapter of the 
United States Power Squadron, 
which conducts a series of free 
classes in boat piloting and 
handling at R e d w o o d High 
School in Larkspur; the Marin 
County Sheriff’s Marine Patrol, 
a sort of sheriff’s posse on the 
water that patrols the more 
heavily trafficked waters and 
conducts search and rescue mis­ 
sions, and Flotilla 14 of the 
United States Coast Guard Aux­ 
iliary, which provides free cour­ 
tesy inspections of watercraft to 
determine if they meet Coast 
Guard requirements and also 
offers an educational program 
in boating safety.

piloting classes each Thursday 
from 7:30 to 9:30 at Redwood 
High. “ Piloting” is defined as 
“ the steering of a vessel—the 
work done by the helmsman.”

subject they are to cover 


THE CURRENT course began 
in early February and will be 
concluded next Thursday with 
a final examination. 
Students 
will then have attended 13 ses­ 
sions covering such topics as 
safety, seamanship, small boat 
handling, river piloting, equip­ 
ment. government regulations, 
rules of the road, the m ariner's 
compass, 
aids 
to navigation, 
charts and piloting, customs and 
m anners and radio telephone 
The United States P o w e r 
Squadrons program had its ori­ 
gin on the East Coast in 1914. 
with an initial objective of safe 
and efficient boating that it has 
maintained ever since as it has 
spread across the country. 


THE MARIN County Sheriff's 
Marine Patrol dates back to 
1959 when Scott Waterman ap- 
proached newly elected Sheriff 
Louis P. Mountanos with the 
idea for such an organization. 
Mountanos was quick to rec­ 
ognize the merits of the plan, 
noting how 
the patrol could 
serve to augment the services 
of an overburdened Coast Guard 
in the vvaiers of this area. 
In its ninth year now, the 
patrol consists of 37 men who 
donate their time and the use 
of approximately a quarter of 
a million dollars wortli of ves­ 
sels and rescue equipment to­ 
ward the important responsi­ 
bilities they have assumed 


THEIR “ FLEET" consists of 
19 cruisers, up to 40 feet in 
length, eight small to medium­ 
sized trailerable craft and one 
trailerable “ mud sled" with a 
bed that can be lowered to the 
ground. 
With the recent acquisition of 
the mud sled, virtually every 
area 
in 
Marin’s 
surrounding 
waters has become accessible 
to the patrol. 
The operations of the patrol, 
which since its inception has 
logged more than 10,000 man 
hours of volunteer duty, have 
saved 
Marin's 
taxpayers the 
many thousands of dollars that 
would be required to purchase.

Once the inspection is made 
and the boat found to be in 
compliance with the laws and 
with auxiliary standards, the 
skipper is presented with a de­ 
cal that notifies the regular 
Coast Guard that the vessel has 
been inspected by the auxiliary 
and found to be shipshape.

INSPECTORS ARE required 


to pass examinations given by 
the Coast Guard every three 
years to maintain their official 
status.

numerals and papers, fire ex­ 
tinguishers and other safety and 
life-saving devices, navigation 
lights, backfire flame control 
for the engine, the galley stove, 
the fuel tank installation, port 
able fuel tanks and containers, 
electrical wiring and circuits, 
carburetor drip c o l l e c t o r , 
anchor and anchor line and the 
general condition of the vessel 
such as cleanliness of bilges and 
operability of pumps. 
This year the inspectors are 


assuming a major new respon­ 
sibility in the new ventilation 
regulations of the Coast Guard 
that go into effect after May 31. 


THE COAST GUARD has long 


required efficient ventilation of 
power boats. 
Now, however, 


those requirements are being 
spelled out in detail 


At the minimum, the Coast 


Guard says, the ventilating sys­ 
tem should be one that ducts 
fresh air into each engine and 
fuel tank compartment and car­ 
ries dangerous fumes out of the 
vessel efficiently. 
Of the intake or air supply 


system, the Coast Guard now 
says: “ There must be one or 
more intake ducts into each 
fuel and engine compartment, 
fitted with a cowl (or scoop), 
extending from the open atmos­ 
phere to a level midway to the 
bilge (fuel compartment) or at 
least below the level of the car­ 
buretor (engine compartment).“ 


OF THE EXHAUST system, it 


says: “ There must be one or 
more exhaust ducts from the 
lower portion of the bilge ot 
each fuel and engine compart­ 
ment to the free atmosphere, 
fitted with a cowl or eq u ivalent 
such as wind-actuated rotar\ ex-

Wood 


Are Rare At The 


Shows This Year

Boat shows around the coun­ 
try 
this 
year 
are

m ore sailboats than ever before 
— and only a few' are made of 
wood 


Most of the racing classes that 
have not yet accepted fiberglass 
just aren ’t being shown. Fam ous 
designs brought out a few years 
ago in plywood have reappeared 
in glass. 


In 
alum inum , 
sailboat 
hulls 
are totally new shapes drawn to 
take 
advantage 
of 
the 
light 
weight of the m etal and to cope 
with 
the 
problem s 
that 
light

aluminum 
sailboats 
must

C O N TRA RILY, since glass is 
heavier than wood, these boats 
need

Indeed.

f e w 
radically new boats, but many 
more sophisticated refinem ents 
to both displacem ent and plan­ 
ing conventional craft. 


In

boats,

British 
designers have moved sharply 
toward the use of twin keels or 
even twin bilge boards in trunks 
like a centerboard 
Twin keels 
have great advantages. They cut 
both weight and draft by one- 
third as com pared with a fin 
keel of a fiberglass hull 
(the 
keels might have to be a 
bit 
heavier on a wood hull).

But the greatest ad­ 
vantage >s that a twin keel boat 


won t careen and capsize if it 
runs aground as a single fin keel 
boat will. 


In the planing hull sailboats, 
the most noticeable trend is the 
gradual 
disappearance 
of 
the 
centerboard trunk, whose v ibra­ 
tion when underway puts such a 
strain on the hull. 


The 
new 
planing 
boats 
are 
built with the cockpit floor well 
above 
the 
w aterline 
and 
the 
bilges filled with foam ed plastic. 
Thus, 
the 
centerboard 
sim ply 
drops through an open slot in the 
floor — th ere’s only a vestigial 
trunk forward where the board 
pivots. Even the pivot pin that 
used to pierce the trunk is gone. 


IN STEAD TH E board has a 
round front and fixed pin that 
rides a hump-shaped track at 
the top of the trunk. The board 
can bo lifted out of the trunk 
even when underway. 


Centerboards them selves tend 
now to be long, narrow' and ju st 
heavy enough to go down in salt 
w ater. This type will kick up the 
m om ent they touch the bottom, 
thus reducing the risk of capsiz­ 
ing in a strong breeze.

Here’s how the new space-age 
outboard ignition system works: 
1. Ordinary 12 volt (starter 
battery! current is fed into a 
vibrator or chopper which con­ 
verts

2. A small transformer steps 
up the 12 volt ‘‘chopped current” 
to about 300 volts AC. 


3. A solid state (transistor) 
rectifier converts the 300 volts 
AC to 300 volts DC and feeds it 
into a capacitor 
(condenser). 
The capacitor is kept charged 
at close to 300 volts at all times.

The capacitor 
feeds 300 
volts DC to a silicon controlled 
rectifier (SCR). The controlled 
rectifier is an electrical valve or

thyratron). The controlled rec­ 
tifier alternately allows current 
to flow through itself or blocks 
passage 
of 
the 
flow 
in 
ac­ 
cordance 
w i t h 
"triggering” 
signals sent it by a low power 
trigger 
circuit. 
(The 
trigger 
circuit is like the grid circuit in 
a vacuum tube. Tiny current in 
the grid results in great current 
in the plate circuit.) The SCR 
can 
handle 
considerable 
am­ 
perage from 
the 
c h a r g e d 
capacitor. 
5. Timed pulses of current, at 
about 300 volts DC, flow from 
the capacitor through the SCR. 
then 
t h r o u g h 
a 
puls© 
transformer or spark coil. 
6. The pulse transformer jacks 
up the surges of low voltage to 
spikes of terrific voltage, tens of 
thousands of volts. These hot 
spikes of searing voltage are 
then distributed to the plugs in 
the conventional manner. 
7. Returning to the triggering: 
A sensor head and rotor replace 
conventional breaker points and 
cam. There is no mechanical 
switch at all. The sensor rotor is 
like a small generator sending 
weak pulses of current through 
the sensor 
head 
and 
to the 
“grid” of the SCR. The trig­ 
gering pulses are, of course, 
mechanically timed 
and syn­ 
chronized 
with 
the 
engine’s 
speed of rotation.

cluded some members of the old 
Marin 
Industrial 
Development 
Foundation. But after the Marin 
Visitors Bureau was detached 
from the chamber five years 
ago. the Boats and Harbor Com­ 
mittee seemed to find its best 
opportunity for expansion with 
this organization. 
Among 
its 
members 
a r e 
yachtsmen, yacht harbor owners 
and 
developers, 
yacht 
clubs, 
those in the boating industry — 
and other individuals and groups 
having a vested or civic interest 
in this phase of the county's 
development. 
Its declared purpose is to pro­ 
mote boating in Marin as a 
year-round attraction, to the end 
that the county eventually will 
be recognized as the prim ary 
boating and recreation center of 
the Bay Area.

There's An Overlooked Member Of A Water Ski Team 


While it may not be necessary 
for the driver of the family ski 
boat to be as adept as a show 
driver, authorities say there are 
some basic rules the weekend 
tow boat driver should observe. 


FIRST OF all. it is the driver’s 
duty to see that the equipment 
is in perfect condition. This in­ 
cludes the boat and motor and 
also the tow lines. The motor 
should perform smoothly and 
responsively. The tow line should 
be free of entanglements and 


worn spots. 
Drivers, as well as skiers, 
should know and use the ac­ 
cepted hand signals. 
A practice that increases the 
safety factor is to always have 
another person in the boat hi 
act as an observer. A driver 
can’t watch the skier and look 
ahead at the same time. 


THE FIRST step in pulling a 
skier from a deep water start 
is to accelerate slowly until all 
slack in the tow line is taken 


up. Then, when the skier calls 
“ hit it.” the driver should ac­ 
celerate steadily, but not too 
fast, until the skier is up on 
plane. 


To return the tow line to a 
fallen skier, slowly drive, around 
him in a semi-circle until lie is 
able to grab the handle. 


A responsible tow boat driver 
always shuts off the motor when 
picking up a fallen skier, in­ 
stead of 
merely shifting 
the 
motor to neutral.

Music should be an integral 
part of, not just peripheral to, 
education. 
It is advantageous for school 
and students to have a faculty 
of performing professional musi­ 
cians. 
Music appreciation should be 
an active, not passive, process. 


THIS KIND OF philosophy 
has gained the music depart­ 
ment of the new San Domenico 
School for Girls in Sleepy Hol­ 
low a reputation as being espe­ 
cially noteworthy in an institu­ 
tion well known for quality edu­ 
cation and for its cultural con­ 
tributions. 


The results of San Domenico's 
fresh approach to music will be 
demonstrated 
for 
the 
public 
next Saturday when the Schola 
Cantorum. the handbell choirs, 
the San Domenico Singers and 
the chamber ensemble of the 
upper 
school 
(grades 
nine 
through 12) join for a San Do­ 
menico Music and Art Festival 
program on the school grounds. 
Faith Yost France, pianist and 
wife of San Rafael High School's 
music 
department 
chairman. 
Hugo Rinaldi, is the head of the 
San Domenico department. 


SHE EXPLAINS her school's 
approach to the teaching of mu­ 
sic to its girls: 


“ For over a hundred years 
the Dominican Sisters have be­ 
lieved that music study and mu­ 
sic j>erformance as a discipline 
give each student an added re­ 
source for improved learning 
skills in all fields,” she says. 
“ Cont mporary 
educators 
are 
beginning to recognize and for­ 
ward this belief. 


“ The school is continuing in 
the Dominican tradition of music 
established 
by 
Mother 
Mary 
Goemare when she founded the 
school 
in 
Monterey 
in 
1850. 
basic theory and history of mu­ 
sic are taught in both upper and 
lower schools, 
with ¿5 lower 
school and 85 upper school stu­ 
dents being given individual in­ 
struction. 


“ THE MUSIC department is 
also open for more than 
100 
students from other 
M a r i n 
schools.” 
Beginning in grade one and 
continuing through high school,” 
she continues, “ we try to live 
and breathe a humanities ap­ 
proach to the arts. We relate 
the arts in every way possible 
in performance and in lecture. 
“ Members of the music facul­ 
ty more and more often visit 
acadsmic classes and give musi­ 
cal lectures on subjects related 
to the subject studied. For ex­ 
ample, the senior American lit­ 
erature ciass recently had a 
two-hour session on American 
music followed by a forum-type 
discussion 
involving 
students, 
music teacher and the American 
literature teacher.” 


THE MUSIC department head 
goes on to explain how it is im­ 
possible for music appreciation 
at San Domenico to be a matter 
oi 
sitting half - hypnotized 
or 
drowsy listening to dull lectures 


or even to live or recorded 
music while their thoughts go 
wool-gathering. 
“ In our music appreciation 
classes, 
students really learn 
about the music according to 
the sound principle of learning 
by doing, and they are kept too 
busy to get into mischief.” Miss 
France says. 
“ In 
grades six, 
seven 
and 
eight we have special courses 
in directed listening in which 
students listen and participate 
in analyzing a Bach fugue, study 
and act out parts of an opera— 
this year it was ‘Rigoletto’ — 
and study a painting of Monet 
and listen to ‘Play of the Wave’ 
by Debussy.

This 
wistful 
biography

tempts to keep an eye on both 
Stengel the man and Stengel the 
legend, 
but 
inevitably, 
t h e 
legend keeps bursting through. 
This is a must for the loyal 
baseball fan, for the people who 
wish for the return of the greats 


of yesteryear. They are all here, 
Gehrig, 
Ruth, 
Chance 
a n d 
Evers, and some of the lesser 
known but equally colorful men 
who helped baseball turn the 
corner from a rough-and-tumble

with his “ The Plot Against the 
Patient." His adversary is the 
health care establishment of this 
country 
in 
general 
and 
the 
American Medical 
Association 
in particular. 
Cook's thesis is that affluent 
America should be providing its 
citizenry with the finest health 
care in the w'orld. But he cites 
statistics 
and 
case 
histories 
which he says show instead a 
shocking 
inadequacy 
in 
our 
medical system. 
Hospitals, he contends, are too 
many and too small, poorly 
distributed, engaged in wasteful 
duplication, 
often 
antiquated 
and understaffed, and frequently 
resort to “ soaking" the well-to- 
do to cover charitable or less 
profitable services to the poor, 
so that major illnesses have 
catastrophic e c o n o m i c con­ 
sequences. 
Commercial blood banks and 
laboratories, too. are flayed for 
slipshod, sometimes fraudulent 
work that jeopardizes patients' 
lives. 
Health insurance plans are 
scored for their inadequacies. 
But Cook aims his angriest 
blows at the AMA and the men 
who dominate its hierarchy — 
One of the most autocratic, 
d o m i n e e r i n g 
and 
anti­ 
democratic 
organizations 
i n 
American life," he says. 
He scorches the association as 
responsible 
for 
creating 
a 
critical shortage of doctors, and 
lor opposing measures such as 
Blue Cross, Social Security and 
Medicare. 
Doctors, 
he 
says, 
have 
sometimes 
been 
more 
jealous 
of 
their 
freewheeling 
right to set and collect their fees 
directly from their patients than 
they have been interested in 
their obligation to minister to 
the sick and injured. 
He accuses doctors of milking 
health 
funds 
t h r o u g h 
un­ 
necessary surgery and hospital 
admissions. He enumerates a 
long 
list 
of 
deaths 
b v 
“ therapeutic misadventure 
in a 
chapter entitled “ We Bury Our 
Mistakes." He says older physi­ 
cians are often stubbornly op­ 
posed 
to younger 
specialists, 
particularly 
those 
serving on 
salary on the staffs of clinics. 
He suggests that the solution 
to America's health problems 
lies ultimately in the develop­ 
ment of true medical centers in 
place 
of

disorganized, 
piecemeal

hospitals that has mushroomed 
unplanned, in the abandonment 
by the doctor of his “ lone eagle 
obsession and his recognition of 
the need for cooperative action 
by his profession, and in the

surance system under 
Social 
Security to guarantee care and 
to provide for its financing. 


The medical profession will 
not be long in replying to Cook’s 
charges, and some h e a t e d 
dialogue can be expected. Which 
is all to the good. The American 
people should benefit from any 
such airing. 


Cook's 
book 
is 
not 
above 
criticism. Much of his material 
comes from New York City and 
Southern California, h a r d l y 
typical America. There are in­ 
sertions 
that 
indicate 
Cook 
began 
his 
research 
with 
a 
personal axe to grind against the 
medical profession. No doubt he 
sought out and splashed upon 
the book s pages that which has 
shown organized mediicne in its 
worst light. But the fact that 
those instances and statistics 
were there for him to find and 
use is still a sobering, disturbing 
thought. 
It is altogether likely that this 
book will provoke the same kind 
of 
anger 
from 
doctors 
that 
Norman D a c e y ’ s best-selling 
“ How to Avoid Probate'’ drew 
from attorneys and Jessica Mit- 
ford’s book aroused from morti­ 
cians. 
One 
thing 
is 
certain, 
however. Doctors, or at least 
surgeons, need not fear the do-it- 
yourself threat that Dacey hung 
over the lawyers. 


rr WAS IN 
1703 that the 
original Ned Ward “ The London 
Spy" was published. 
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Ward was an i n q u i s i t i v e 
tavern-keeper 
and 
man-about- 
town who observed and recorded 
the London scene of his time 
with emphasis on the offbeat. 


“ The New London Spy“ put 
together by London colunmist- 
n o v e l i s t 
Hunter 
Davies 
represents an effort to produce 
a contemporary version of the 
Ward book, and it is subtitled 
“ Discreet Guide to the City’s 
Pleasures." There are a number 
of contributors. 


Much of the book deals with 
“ pleasures" and subjects of lit­ 
tle or no interest to the typical 
London visitor — homosexual 
and lesbian haunts and prac­ 
tices. 
prostitutes, 
t h e 
un­ 
derworld. the rougher seamen's 
pubs, etc. An inordinate amount 
of space is devoted to gambling. 
Chapters such as those on junk 
stalls, London society and the 
various ethnic sections of the 
city will appeal to only limited 
groups. The same is even more

But there is a great deal of 
more general 
and

the advantages of 
marble for table tops and other 
purposes, it is breakable and it 
does stain. 
But as long as you have all the 
pieces, a broken marble slab 
can be made whole again with 
hardly a trace of the repairs 
visible 
And 
stains 
can 
be 
removed if you know how to go 
about it. 


FOR REPAIRING b r o k e n 
marble, 
you will 
need 
some 
acetone, which is used only for 
cleaning the edges to be joined: 
some polyester-resin in powder 
form; and a liquid catalyst. In 
purchasing the last two items 
from a marble dealer, buy the 
smallest quantity possible, since 
you will need only two tables­ 
poons of resin and 15 drops of 
catalyst. 
In matching up a batch of ce­ 
ment, the amount of catalyst 
determines the setting time of 
the 
m i x t u r e . 
The 
two 
tablespoon-15 
drop 
proportion 
allows 20 minutes working time. 
Use a small, clean paint brush 
to coat the edges to be joined. 
After application, 
press the 
pieces together immediately and 
remove excess cement with a 
putty knife. 
Clamping Is un­ 
necessary. 


BROKEN CORNERS call for 
another technique, using marble 
dust — the same color as the 
slab to be repaired — and the 
resin cement. Your proportions 
here should give you a mixture 
suitable for pouring. About the 
consistency of honey will do. 
You’ll need two pieces of wood 
about 12 inches by three inches 
and the same thickness as the 
marble. Make certain all edges 
of the wood are square.

ORGANIC STAINS on marble 
are caused by tea, coffee, tobac­ 
co, wet bark, flowers and leach­ 
ed colors from paper or textiles. 
Removal is through the ap­ 
plication of a poultice made 
from facial tissues soaked in a 
20-vo!ume solution of hydrogen 
peroxide. Apply the soggy mass 


and cover with a plastic gar­ 
ment bag to prevent evapora­ 
tion. Depending upon the depth 
of the stain, the process will re­ 
quire from one to 48 hours. 


Full-strength household am­ 
monia can be used in place of 
the peroxide, but the fumes may 
be too much for you. 


To detect an oil stain, dampen 
a piece of blotting paper with 
cleaning fluid. Apply to the 
stained area, press down and 
remove. If the blotter absorbs 
some stain, it is most likely oily 
in nature. 
Again ,treat with 
tissue poultice—this time soak­ 


ed with amyl acetate or acetone. 
Your 
neighborhood 
drug 
or 
hardware store can supply this. 


Rust stains will generally take 
the shape of the f e r r o u s 
material that caused the trou­ 


ble.

Exotic 
Is The 
Word 


Some Plants 
Give Garden 
Tropic Touch 


The term exotic is often over 
used, but you have to stretch to 
find a better description for cer­ 
tain plants. 
Take 
the 
lovely 
Bird 
of 
Paradise, for instance. If it’s not 
exotic, we’d like to know what 
is. 
Bird of Paradise is most often 
seen in Southern California. In 
fact, it’s the official flower for 
the city of Los Angeles. But the 
“Bird” is more adaptable than 
many give it credit for being 
and lovely plantings can be seen 
in our Bay Area. 


WHEN YOU SEE the striking 
orange, blue and purple flowers 
of Bird of Paradise you can 
easily accept its common name. 
For, truly, it looks like some 
beautiful tropical bird, poised 
for flight. 
Give it a protected spot in sun 
or part shade. Be sure the soil is 
well drained and rich in humus. 
You’ll be more than rewarded 
for your attention to these in­ 
cidentals. 
Also deserving the appellation 
“exotic” 
are 
the tree 
ferns. 
These look like o v e r s i z e d 


greenhouse plants, 
which, 
in 
many climates, they actually 
are. 


HERE 
IN 
California, 
they 
grow 
to 
perfection 
in 
our 
gardens; needing only a rich 
soil, a reasonable amount of 


water and protection from ex­ 
cessive frost, though the New 
Z e a l a n d 
Tree 
Fern 
is 
exceptionally hardy. 


The two principal trees ferns 
are the Australian Tree Fern, 
largest of the lot and also the 


fastest grower; and the New 
Zealand Tree Fern, which is 
hardier and slower to reach 
maturity. They both have gently 
arching 
fronds 
and 
a 
lacy, 
tropical look which transports 
one to a Polynesian paradise 
There are others. 


There are many other exotic 
plants 
such 
as 
hibiscus 
and

“He said that except for some stomach troubles 
he has had over the years, he is totally healthy, Alfred 
Seidl, lawyer for the onetime Nazi bigwig, told news­ 
men yesterday after a half-hour visit with Hess. 
It was the fourth visit by Seidl since Hess was 
sentenced to life in prison in 1946 by the Nuernberg 
war crimes tribunal. 
Hess, who was 73 three days ago, often has been 
reported suffering from mental illness.

Catholics Revolt In The Netherlands 


THE HAGUE (U P I) -Roman 
Catholics in The Netherlands are 
staging a religious revolution 
which has split the nation's four 
million faithful and made itself 
felt in the highest quarters in 
Rome.

CAM BRIDGE. Mass. (AP) - 
Dr. Joseph F. Fletcher, profes­ 
sor of ethics at Cambridge Epis­ 
copal Theological School, says 
he would amend the biblical Ten 
Commandments

“ Thou shalt not covet, ordi­ 
narily. 
“ Thou shalt not kill, ordinari­ 
ly- 
“ Thou shalt not commit adul­ 
tery, ordinarily.” 
“ In other words,” Fletcher 
says, “ for me there are no rules 
—none at all.” 
Fletcher is considered Ameri­ 
ca's leading exponent of “ situa­ 
tion ethics,” which he says “ de­ 
clares that anything and every­ 
thing is right or wrong accord­ 
ing to the situation—what is 
wrong in some cases would be 
right in others.” 
“ And this candid approach,” 
he says, “ is indeed a revolution 
in morals.” 
Fletcher explained in an in­ 
terview that a situationist looks 
only 
at 
individual, 
concrete

cases, not at abstract princi­ 
ples. 


“ I look at situations one at a 
time,” he said. “ You ask me 
how often premarital sex would 
be all right and I would say rel­ 
atively 
infrequently. 
Maybe

could be infintely more moral 
than married unlove.” 
“ A situationist would discard 
all absolutes except the one ab­ 
solute: always to act with loving 
concern.” he said. “ Oh, I know, 
the word ‘love’ is a swampy 
one, a semantic confusion.

WASHINGTON - The critics 
of war in Vietnam took after 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland 
for criticizing the critics but 
they will have a hard time do­ 
ing the same thing to Henry 
Cabot Lodge who said the same 
thing as Westmoreland. 
In this memorable week the 
two top Americans closest to 
the 
war 
for 
years 
— 
Westmoreland, commander of 
the U.S. forces in Vietnam, and 
Lodge, 
retiring 
U. 
S. 
am­ 
bassador to Vietnam — sum­ 
med up their thinking within a 
day of each otheer 
thus this week the war was 
escalated on two fronts — for 
the United States intensified it 
by bombing the MIG bases in 
North Vieetnam and the argu­ 
ment over the war got hotter 
and more caustic. 


WESTMORELAND, the U.S. 
military boss in Vietnam since 
1964, this week in a New York 
speech went into detail to justi­ 
fy this country’s presence in 
the war and in doing so an­ 
swered 
many 
arguments of 
the critics. 
In doing so he hit at them, 
saying the critcicism s here at 
home gives the Viet Cong and 
the North Vietnamese an im­ 
pression of Americans disunity 
and encourages them to keep 
fighting. 
One 
senator 
and 
constant 
critic, George McGovern, D- 
S.D., 
resented the general’s 
statement w h i c h , although 
brief, was a stinging attack on 
the critics. He claimed West­ 
moreland 
had 
“obviously” 
been put up to saying it by 
Pres’dent Johnson. 


BUT LODGE, first named 
ambassador to Vietnam in 1963 
by President John F. Kennedy, 
in a long interview with the 
New York Times also made a 
brief but pointed criticism of 
the critics. 
“ I think,” he said, “ the big- 
thing outside Vietnam would be 
if. in the United States, we 
were to give the appearance of 
unity and if it were no longer 
possible for Hanoi to toss in 
some kind of bone and we all

They hit on some 
of the major points which the 
critics try to use to condemn 
the involvement. 


Racist Hate Groups 
Are Still With Us

Some people use hate like 
a car uses gasoline, to keep 
going Most of us may harbor 
some 
petty 
prejudice 
about 
which we are ashamed and 
fight against, but there are 
some people so twisted and 
warped that they cannot exist 
without 
being dominated by 
passionate hatred toward mem­ 
bers of a minority group. 


Few know this better than 
do Negroes, who have been 
the prime targets for Ameri­ 
can racists for years. But other 
groups also catch some of the 
poison spewed out by the hate- 
mongers Puerto Ricans. Mexi- 
can-Americans. Indians, Jew s. 
Catholics,—almost any group is 
prone to feel the bark, and 
sometimes the 
bite, 
of 
the 
haters. 


AFTER THE HORRORS of 
Nazi persecutions, which killed 
6 million people in Europe sim­ 
ply because they were Jew s 
or had Jewish ancestors, it is 
particularly disturbing to find 
that anti-Semitism still exists. 
In Russia. Jews are not able 
to freely practice their religion 
or to continue their language 
and cultural life and are sub­ 
ject to restrictions not placed 
on other ethnic minorities. And 
there have been incidents in 
Argentina and other countries 
in which extremist elements 
are reported to have attacked 
Jewish citizens. 


Here in America, groups like 


the 
Ku 
Klux 
Klan and the 
American Nazi Party bait Jew s 
as well as Negroes, and some 
of the people familiar from 
Fascist movements of the 1930‘s 
are crawling out of the wood­ 
work to continue their favorite 


pastime of sowing hate and 
pitting group against group. 
And even people who should 
know better let their preju­ 
dices get the best of them. An 
example of this was the recent 
school board election in Wayne, 
N .J., 
in which two Jewish 
candidates were defeated after 
their 
religion 
was 
made 
a 
campaign issue. It is not sur­ 
prising that this revolting in­ 
cident took place in a town 
which has few Negro families 
and where minority groups are 
excluded 
from 
the 
“ better” 
sections. 


NEGROES 
KNOW 
T H A T 
when someone admits to hat­ 
ing 
Jews, 
or 
Catholics, 
or 
Spanish speaking people, he 
probably has it in for Negroes 
too. And they know that while 
extremist groups fan the flames 
of 
prejudice, 
they 
succeed 
only because some people are 
so insecure and fearful of their 
own status that they turn to 
racism 
Because of their inti­ 
mate knowledge ol the effects 
of hate. Negroes aren’t falling 
for the anti-Semitic line 
There has been some discus­ 
sion of this lately, but I know 
of no responsible Negro leader 
who has not forcibly spoken 
out against hatred of other 
groups. When a Negro month­ 
ly magazine ran an anti-Semi­ 
tic article, two members of its 
advisoiy board—author Jam es 
Baldwin and actor-playwright 
Ossie Davis—resigned and ex­ 
pressed their anger at the im­ 
morality of anti-Semitism. 


A SOON TO BE published 
Anti-Detamation League study 
made by the University of Cal­ 
ifornia proves that, if anything, 
Negroes 
I eel more friendly 
toward 
Jews 
than 
toward 
('flier 
whites.” 
Asked 
about 
treatment by landlords, store­ 
keepers. 
and employers, 
an 
appreciable number of Negroes 
said 
that Jew s were better 
than other whites, while most 
%aid there was no difference, 
forty-five per cent 
believed 
Jews to be more in favor of 
civil rights than other whites, 
only 3 per cent felt Jew s aie 
less in favor. 
Many of the groups which 
preach hate against Jew s and 
Negroes as well as against 
other minorities have Ameri­ 
can 
or 
Christian 
in 
their 
names, but they are as un- 
American and un-Christian as 
it is possible to get.

The overall 
measurement is never as im­ 
portant as area measurements. 
Because you are more rounded,

through the hips but thicker 
from front front to back. Try 
adding 4 inch to the inner leg 
seam, front and back, gradually 
tapering this intp the regular 
seam.

Sew 1 inch seam binding on the 
marked line, trim excess fabric 
4 inch above stitching line 
Press seam binding up and over 
edge of hemline, sew as close as

possible to folded line, catching 
both sides of seam tape. 
Press unstitched edge of seam 
binding up and catch stitch to 
skirt. You are catching only the 
seam tape to skirt without any 
bulk of hem to the skirt, thus 
there is no visible hemline from 
the right side. 


DEAR EUNICE, 
My problem is in the back of 
the dresses I make. They are all 
too long from the neck to the 
waist, oausing a large bulge 
across the back. Please help!

DEAR MRS. H.J.M.: 
Have someone measure you 
from the center of the shoulder 


to the waistline in back. (Tie a 
string tightly around the waist 
first so that this measurement 
will be accurate). If you are 
wearing a belt, you will have to 
allow a little extra length for 
ease. 


Check this measurement with 
the actual pattern. Make a fold 
in your pattern about 3 inches 
above the waistline to shorten 
the pattern the n e c e s s a r y 
amount. Be sure to increase the 
size of the underarm dart at the 
bodice front so the underarm 
seams will come out even.

President Steals Limelight 
At Correspondents Dinner 


MILWAUKEE 
(U PI) 
Sen. 
Charles H. Percy, mentioned as 
a GOP presidential possibility in 
’6?, 
predicted 
yesterday 
the 
bitterest fighting of the Vietnam 
war lay ahead and called upon 
the United States to demand 
more help from its Asian allies 
in ending the war. 
The solution to the war must 
be found in Asia itself, the 
Republican freshman from Illi­ 
nois said. He said help from 
Asian nations thus far was 
“ miniscule.” 
He also repeated his demand 
the United States try to bring 
about an all-Asian peace confer­ 
ence to try to settle the war. 
Percy, who a day earlier had

aspirations in 
1968, 
watched 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland’s 
address to a joint session of 
Congress on television here.

For most Marin boatmen, the 
sport is a recreation to be pur­ 
sued either as competition or as 
relaxation. 
But for them to fully enjoy 
their fun, others must contribute 
hours of their own time to the 
cause of safe and skillful boat­ 
ing. 
In Marin, those who serve that 
worthwhile cause belong to one 
or more of three organizations: 


THE MARIN Chapter of the 
United States Power Squadron, 
which conducts a series of free 
classes in boat piloting and 
handling at Re dwo od High 
School in Larkspur; the Marin 
County Sheriff’s Marine Patrol, 
a sort of sheriff’s posse on the 
water that patrols the more 
heavily trafficked waters and 
conducts search and rescue mis­ 
sions, and Flotilla 14 of the 
United States Coast Guard Aux­ 
iliary, which provides free cour- 
tes7 inspections of watercraft to 
determine if they meet Coast 
Guard requirements and also 
offers an educational program 
m boating safety. 


The 
power 
squadron 
with 
nearly 350 members conducts 
piloting classes each Thursday 
from 7:30 to 9:30 at Redwood 
High. “ Piloting" is defined as 
“ the steering of a vessel—the 
work done by the helmsman." 


George Swift of San Rafael 
is squadron commander. Ed­ 
ward J, Masonic of Corte Ma­ 
dera is the local board of pilot­ 
ing chairman, Albert MacCar- 
thy of Mill Y’alley his assistant 
chairman. 


RALEIGH G. YOUNG of San 
Rafael is the head proctor, with 
a staff of 15 fellow proctors who 
handle the task of correcting 
the papers of class members. 
Instructors 
are 
squadron 
members who have not only 
completed the piloting course, 
but have also had advanced 
schooling including an “ instruc­ 
tor’s technique" course. 
A class chairman and assist­ 
ant chairman attend all ses­ 
sions. But each evening a 
different instructor lectures. 


EACH THURSDAY the class 
is confronted with a new phase 
or stage of a charting problem 
The student then proceeds to 
establish his location by taking 
cross bearings, to plot a course 
on a chart, or to figure speed, 
time and distance for estimated 
time of arrival.

FOR YEARS pleasure boat 
owners of Marin have learned 
to rely upon its trained inspee 
tors to point out to them de­ 
ficiencies of their craft that 
might cause them to fail to 
meet (’oast Guard requirements 
or might create safety hazards 
Inspections 
are 
voluntary, 
made only upon request of own­ 
ers. Once the inspection is made 
and the boat found to be in 
compliance with the laws and 
with auxiliary standards, the 
skipper is presented with a de­ 
cal that notifies the regular

While it may not be necessary 
for the driver of the family ski 
boat to be as adept as a show 
driver. autlurritic.s say there are 
some bask* rules the weekend 
tow boat driver should observe 


FIRST OF all. it is the drivf r's 
duty to see that the equipment 
is in perfect condition This in­ 
cludes the boat and motor and 
also the tow lines 
The motor 
should perform smoothly and 
responsively. The tow line should 
be free of entanglements and 


worn spots. 
Drivers, as well as skiers, 
should know and use the ac­ 
cepted hand signals. 
A practice that increases the 
safety factor is to always have 
another person in the boat to 
act as an observer 
A driver 
c an’t watch the skier and k>ok 
ahead at the same time. 


THE FIRST step in pulling a 
skier from a deep water start 
is to accelerate slowly until all 
slack in the tow line is taken 


up. Then, when the skier calls 
“ hit it.” the driver should ac­ 
celerate steadily, but not too 
fast, until the skier is up on 
plane 
To return the tow line to a 
fallen skier, slowly drive, around 
him in a semi-circle until he is 
able to grab the handle. 


A responsible tow boat driver 
always shuts off the motor wtien 
picking up a fallen skier, in­ 
stead of 
merely shifting 
the 
motor to neutral.

Music should be an integral 
part of, not just peripheral to, 
education. 
It is advantageous for school 
and students to have a faculty 
of performing professional musi­ 
cians. 
Music appreciation should be 
an active, not passive, process 


THIS KIND OF philosophy 
has gained the music depart­ 
ment of the new San Domenico 
School for Girls in Sleepy Hol­ 
low a reputation as being espe­ 
cially noteworthy in an institu­ 
tion well known for quality edu­ 
cation and for its cultural con­ 
tributions. 
The results of San Domenico's 
fresh approach to music will be 
demonstrated 
for 
the 
public 
n*‘\t Saturday when the Schola 
( antorum, the handbell choirs, 
the San Domenico Singers and 
the chamber ensemble of the 
upper 
school 
(grades 
nine 
through 12) join for a San Do 
menico Music and Art Festival 
program on the school grounds. 
Faith Yost France, pianist and 
wife of Sian Rafael High School’s 
music 
department 
chairman. 
Hugo Rinaldi, is the head of the 
San Domenico department. 


SHE EXPLAINS her school's 
approach to the teaching of mu­ 
sic to its girls: 
“ For over a hundred years 
th > Dominican Sisters have be­ 
lieved that music study and mu­ 
sic |H*rformance as a discipline 
give each student an added re­ 
source for improved learning 
>kills in all fields,” she says 
"Cont mporary 
educators are 
Uginning to recognize and for­ 
ward this belief. 
“The school is continuing in 
ilie Dominican tradition of music 
established 
by 
Mother 
Mary 
Goemare when she founded tin* 
school 
in 
Monterey 
in 
1850 
Basic theory and history of mu­ 
sic are taught in both upper and 
lower schools, with 65 lower 
school and 85 upper school stu­ 
dents being given individual in­ 
struction. 


“THE MUSIC department is 
also open for more than 100 
students from other 
M a r i n 
schools.” 
Beginning in grade one and 
continuing through high school,” 
she continues, “ we try to live 
and breathe a humanities ap^ 
proach to the arts. We relate 
ilk* arts in every way possible 
in |k‘rformance and in lecture. 
’ Members of the music facul­ 
ty more and more often visit 
acad mic classes and give musi­ 
cal lectures on subjects related 
to Uie subject studied. For ex­ 
ample, tlie senior American lit­ 
erature class recently had a 
two-hour session on American 
musk* followed by a forum-type 
discussion 
involving 
students, 
music teaclier and the American 
literature teacher.” 


I'llE MUSIC d* parlmcnt !k*ad 
goes on to explain how it is im­ 
possible for musk* appreciation 
at San Domenico to be a m atter 
ol 
sitting half - hypnotized or 
drowsy listening lo dull lectures 


or even to live or recorded 
music while their thoughts go 
wool-gathering. 
“ In our music appreciation 
classes, students really learn 
about the music according to 
the sound principle of learning 
by doing, and they are kept too 
busy to get into mischief,” Miss 
France says. 
“ In grades six, seven and 
eight we have special courses 
in directed listening in which 
students listen and participate 
in analyzing a Bach fugue, study 
and act out parts of an opera— 
this year it was 
Rigoletto’ — 
and study a pamting of Monet 
and listen to ‘Play of the Wave’ 
by Debussy. 


“ ALL GRADES, one through 
eight, listen to the individual 
instruments of 
the orchestra 
demonstrated 
by 
performing 
members of the faculty, and 
each child in grades four and 
five studies the recorder and 
learns about the music of early 
Elizabethan instruments.” 
“ Musk* appreciation for the

school,” 'sh e notes, “ is 
bast'd on an extensive cultural 
series of live performances by 
guest artists who analyze and 
discuss the material they per­ 
form. 
“This year’s series included 
maestro 
Nino-Comel 
and 
an 
opera trio; pianist Istvan Nadas' 
program on Mozart; 
violinist 
Austin Keller giving a detailed 
analysis of a Bartok concerto; 
harpist Joel Andrews lecturing 
on and playing the harp, and the 
Polyplmnic Chorale and the Goli- 
ard Players of San Francisco. 


**Ol R MOST recent additions 
in this area is the quartet-in 
residence compos d of violinist 
Frances Wiener Shorr. violist 
l.ucien 
Mitchell, cellist 
Jean 
Mitchell and myself as pianist. 
“The quartet has given con 
certs 
and 
accompanied 
the 
choral concerts of the San Do­ 
menico Singers. Informal sym­ 
phony previews are frequently 
gven 
the most recent being 
Jean Mitchells presentation of 
Ikm Quixote* by 
R i c h a r d 
Strauss, and many of our stu­ 
dents attended the performance 
of this work given by tlk* Marin 
Symphony in February.** 
“ San Domenico musk* depart­ 
ment believes that it is advan­ 
tageous to have a professional 
performing faculty — one that 
is outstanding both in teaching 
aou performance.” Miss France 
explains. “ Students are stimu 
lated and enriched *y observing 
iik»ir own teachers in practice, 
concert situations and perfoun- 
Biice.s.”

With all the advantages of 
marble for table tops and other 
purposes, it is breakable and it 
does stain. 
But as long as you have all the 
pieces, a broken marble slab 
can be made whole again with 
hardly a trace of the repairs 
visible 
And 
stains 
can

removed if you know how to go 
about it. 


FOR R EPA IR IN G b r o k e n 
marble, you will need some 
acetone, which is used only for 
cleaning the edges to be joined; 
some polyester-resin in powder 
form; and a liquid catalyst. In 
purchasing the last two items 
from a marble dealer, buy the 
smallest quantity possible, since 
you will need only two tables­ 
poons of resin and 15 drops of 
catalyst. 
In matching up a batch of ce­ 
ment. the amount of catalyst 
determines the setting time of 
the 
m i x t u r e . 
The

drop

allows 20 minutes working time. 
I'se a small, clean paint brush 
to coat the edges to be joined.

ORGANIC STAINS on marble 
are caused by tea, coffee, tobac­ 
co, wet bark, flowers and leach­ 
ed colors from paper or textiles. 
Removal is through the ap­ 
plication of a poultice made 
from facial tissues soaked in a 
20-volume solution of hydrogen 
peroxide. Apply the soggy mass 


and cover with a plastic gar­ 
ment bag to prevent evapora­ 
tion. Depending upon the depth 
of the stain, the process will re­ 
quire from one to 48 hours. 


Full strength household am­ 
monia can be used in place of 
the peroxide, but the fumes may 
be too much for you. 


To detect an oil stain, dampen 
a piece of blotting paper with 
cleaning fluid. Apply to the 
stained area, press down and 
remove. If the blotter absorbs 
some stain, it is most likely oily 
in nature.
